The Guerilla Woodwabd'b Plans.— The 
Editor of th« New Albany Ledger has con- 
versed with a well informed and highly res- 
pectable citizen of southwestern Kentucky, 
well posted in reference to matters connected 
with the rebellion in that section of the State, 
who says that he had information of the con- 
templated movements of the guerilla chief 
Woodward, and other guerilla leaders, which 
he deemed entirely reliable, and which, if true, 
should be thwarted while there is yet time. 
In a conversation recently with ■ citizen of 
Christian county, Woodward stated that he 
had an interest amounting to over eighty thou- 
sand dollars in the tobacco crop of Chris- 
tain, Calewell, Todd, Logan, and Trigg coun- 
ties; and that it was very desirable to him- 
self and other rebel officers, also largely in- 
terested in tobacco, that all the tobacco from 
the region bordering on the Cumberland 
Itiver should be 6ent forward to market arid 
disposed of. He further stated that he would 
use all his influence to keep guerillas out of 
this section, and to prevent them disturb- 
ing steamers plying between Clarksville and 
Smithland, until after the crop had gone for- 
ward, and the money had been received for 
.UlbeD,'' be said, "there will be 6uch a 
war waged in the country between the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad and the Ohio, 
and between Cumberland and Green Rivers, 
as Kentuckians had never yet witnessed." 
The rebels, he further stated, were determined 
to possess that portion ot Kentucky at least, 
and thus cut off the Federal communications 
by way of the Louisville and Nashviile Rail- 
road and the Cumberland river — declaring 
that they had a well digested and thoroughly 
organized plan of campaign, which would be 
most vigorously prosecuted. Until, however, 
the tobacco crop was out, there would be no 
molestation of boats below Clarksville, and no 
raids of importance into the Kentucky coun- 
ties bordering on the Cumberland between 
Clarksville and Smithland. 

Though the Editor of the Ledger of course 
cannot Touch for the truth of this story of 
Woodward, yet he thinks the exemption of 
boats from attack below Clarksville, and the 
activity which characterizes tobacco move- 
ments in the southwest counties of Kentucky, 
as well as the almost total exemption of these 
counties from rebel raids, gives color of truth 
to it. It will be well enough for the military 
authorities to lie ready for any demonstration 
which may bo made by the rebels. 



"We have heard of several robberies in 
the city recently, most of which occurred in 
boarding houses. As tbe city is crowded, we 
would suggest to our citizens the propriety of 
locking their doors securely before retiring, 
awl also to those having large sums of money 
about their persons to leave it at home, or in 
some safe in the city, if they have occasion to 
go out in the evening.

The War h Central America.— The lates' 
intelligence from Central America represents 
it as probable that the war between Guate- 
mala and San Salvador will assume larger di- 
mensions by Honduras and Nicaragua becom- 
ing involved in it. Thus all Central America 
with the sole exception of Costa Rica would 
*;e once more the seat of a civil war. 

Generally the cause6 of these |>etty wars in 
Latin America are so trifling and so much of 
a personal character as to be little or not at all 
understood abroad. There lies, however, in 
most instances, at the bottom the irrepressible 
conflict between a conservative pirty with 
despotic tend«ncies and a prcgressive party 
which, though sometimes by wrong means, 
wishes the development and strengthening ot 
truly democratic institutions. 

In the war which has recently broken out 
between Guatemala anil San Salvador, the 
former is under the rule of a man, Geu. Cut- 
rera, who is so little devoted to democratic in- 
stitutions as to have overthrown the former 
constitution of his country and m.ide himself 
dictator for life. On the other hand, the gov 
ernment of President Barrios of San Salvador 
is known for its sympathy with the progres- 
sive party in Latin America, and is among 
the most earnest opponents to the European 
interference in American affairs. Nicaragua, 
which a Nicaraguan exile, living in Salvador, 
intends to invade, is ready to join Guatemala 
against the government of Salvador. It ranges 
itself on the side of conservatism against lib- 
eralism. Of its lack of civilization this gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua has iust given another 
proof by its conduct toward the I'nited States. 
The Transit Company having failed to fulfil 
their pecuniary obligations to Nicaragua, the 
government not only hastened, for the paltry 
debt of six thousand dollars, to take posses- 
sion qS the warehouses, stores, and steamers 
of the Company, but, as the Panama Star 
says, hauled down and trampled upon the 
American flags which were floating over the 
latter, and hoisted the Nicaraguan Mag in 
their stead. This stupid act of wanton ineuh 
is well befitting the bad cause for which they 
intend to take up arms. 

The Government of Honduras, on the other 
hand, is expected to ally itself with Salvador. 
It had previously striven to avert the war by 
strongly urging upon both Guatemala and Sal- 
vador the desirability of an amicable settle- 
ment of their feuds, pointing to the invasion 
of Mexico as a fact fraught with the greu test 
danger for all Central America. This counsel 
was well received by President Barrios, who 
consented to it, while President Currera 
bluntly declined to listen to any proposals for 
peace, as long as Barrios was the President ol 
Salvador. Her mediatory offer having been 
declined, Honduras will aid Salvador in the 
war for maintaining her independence. 

The issues of all these petty wars in Central 
and South America have hitherto but rarely 
secured a lasting peace, from the simple reason 
that both parties had but little respect for the 
sovereignty of law and right, but were ever 
ready to appeal to brutal force to obtain the 
ascendency. But the progress of material 
prosperity begins to pave the way for a better 
future. There are many signs of this kind of 
progress. The Panama Star says that in 
Nicaragua cotton growing promises to be very 
profitable, and that a number of persons from 
the United States arc now in Nicaragua pur- 
chasing all that can be procured. Similar in 
dieations of progress have reached us from the 
other States. This, we hope, will gradually 
work out a revolution in the minds of the 
people, and make them more averse to war 
and more eager to enjoy the blessings of 
modern civilization.— If. Y. Tribune.

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES, 

Passed at the Third Session of the Thirty- 
seventh Congress. 

[Public— No. 98.] 
An Act for the removal of the Sisseton, Wah- 
piton, Medawakanlon, and Walipakoota 
bands o'. Sioux or Dakot 'h Indians, and for 
the disposition of their lands in Minnesota 
and Dakota. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
vresentatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. That the President is 
■luthorizcd and hereby directed to assign to 
md set apart for the Sisseton, Wahpaton, 
Medawakanton, and Wabpakoota bands of 
Sioux Indians a tract of unoccupied land out- 
side of the limits of any State, sufficient in ex- 
tent to enable him to assign to each member 
of said bands (who are willing to adopt the 
pursuit of agriculture) eighty acres of good 
agricultural lands, the same to be well adapted 
for agricultural purposes. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted. That 
the several tracts i>f land within the reserva- 
tions of the s.iid Indians shall be surveyed, 
under the direction of the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office, into legal subdivi- 
sions, to conform to the surveys of other pub- 
lic lands. And the Secretary of tho Interior 
shall cause each legal subdivision of the said 
lands to beappra sed by discreet persons, to be 
appointed by him for that purpose. And in 
each instance where there are improvement* 
upon any legal subdivision ot said lands the 
improvements shall bo separately appraised. 
But no portion of tho said lands shall bo sub- 
ject to pre eruption, settlement, entry, or loca- 
tion, under any act of Congress, unless the 
party pre-empting, settling upon, or locating 
any portion of said lands shall pay ther?for 
the full appraised valuo thereof, including tbe 
value of the said improvements under such 
regulations as hereinafter provided. 

Section 3. And be tt further enacted, That 
after the survey of the said reservatious tbe 
same shall be open to pre-emption, entry, and 
settlement, in the same manner as other pub- 
lic lands. Provided, That before any person 
shall be entitlel to enter any portion of tbe 
said lands, by pre-emption or otherwise, pre- 
vious to their exposure to sale to the highest 
bidder, at public outcry, he shall become an 
actual bona fide settler thereon, andsball con- 
form to all the regulations now provided by 
law in cases of pre-emption, and shall pay, 
within the term of one year from the date of 
his settlement, the full appraised value of the 
land, and the improvements thereon, to the 
land officers of the district where the said 
lands are situated, and tbe portions of the 
said reservations which may not be settled 
upon as aforesaid may be sold at public auc- 
tion, as other public lands are sold, after 
which they shall be subject to sale at private 
entry, as other public lands of the United 
States, but no portion thereof shall be sold for 
a sum lees thin their appraised value, before 
ihe first of January, anno Domini eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five, ner for a less price 
than one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, 
until otherwise provided ny law. 

Section 4. And be it further enacted, That the 
money arising from said sae shall be invested 
by the Secretary of the Interiorfor the benefit 
of said Indians in their new homes, in the e:- 
tablishingtbem iu agricultural pursuits: Pro- 
vided, That it shall be lawful for said Secreta- 
ry to locate any meritorious individual In- 
dian of said bands who exerted himself to 
save the lives of the whiles in tbe late massa- 
cre upon said lauds on which tbe improve- 
ments are situated, assigning the same to him 
to the extent of eighty acres, to be held by 
sach tenure as is or may be provided by law : 
And provided, further, That no more than 
eighty acres shall be awarded to any one In- 
dian, uoder this or any other act. 

Section 5. And be it further enacted, That the 
money to be annually appropriated tor tbe 
benefit ot tbe said Indians shall be expended 
in such manner as will, in the judgment of 
the Secretary of the Interior, best advance the 
said Indians in agricultural and mechanical 
pursuits, and enable them to sustain themselves 
without tbe aid of the Government; but no 
portion ol said appropriations shall be paid in 
money to said Indians; and in such expendi- 
tures said Secretary may make reasonable dis- 
crimination in favor of tbe chiefs who shall be 
found faithful to the Government of the Uni- 
ted States, and efficient in maintaining its au- 
thority aud the peace of tbe Indians. Said 
Indians shall be subject to tbe lawsoftbe Uni- 
ted States, and the criminal laws of tbe State 
or Territory in which they may happen to re- 
side. They shall also be subject to such rules 
and regulations for their government as the 
Secretary of the Interior may prescribe; but 
they shall be incapable of making any valid 
civil contract with any person other than a 
native member of their tribe, without the con- 
sent of the President. The Secretary of the 
Interior shall also make reasonable provision 
for the education of said Indians, according to 
their capacity and the means at his command. 

Approved, March 3, 1863. 

[Public— No. 99.] 

An Act to provide for the collection of aban- 
doned property and for .the prevention of 
frauds iu insurrectionary districts within tbe 
United States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Bouse of 
Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That it shall be lawful 
tor the Secretary of the Treasury, from and 
after the passage of this act, as he 6hall from 
time to time see fit, to appoint a special agent 
or agents to receive and collect all abandoned 
or captured property in any State or Territory, 
or any portion of any State or Territory of thv 
United States, designated as in insurrection 
against the lawful Government of the United 
States by the proclamation of the President of 
July first, eighteen hundred and sixty-two 
Provided. That such property shall not include 
any kind or description which has been used, 
or which was intended to be used, for waging 
or carrying on war against the United States, 
such as arms, ordnance, ships, steamboats, or 
other water craft, and the furniture, forage, 
military supplies, or munitions of war. 

Section 2. And be it further enacted, Th.'.t 
any part of the goods or property received or 
collected by such agent or agents may be ap- 
propriated to public use on due appraisement 
and certificate thereof, or forwarded to any- 
place of sale within the loyal States, as the 
public interests may require; and all salos of 
such property 6hall be at auction to tbe high- 
est bidder, and tbe proceeds thereof shall be 
paid into the Treasury of the United States. 

Section 3. And be it further enacted, That 
tbe Secretary of tbe Treasury may require the 
special agents appointed under this act to give 
a bond, with 6uch securities and in such 
amount as he shall deem necessary, and to re- 
quire the increase of said amounts, and the 
strengthening of caid security, as circumstances 
may demand; and he shall also cause a book 
or books of account to be kept, showing from 
whom such property was received, the cost of 
transportation, and proceeds of the sale thereof. 
And any person claiming to have been the 
owner of any euch abandoned or captuied 
property may, at any time within two years 
after the suppression of the rebellion, prefer 
bi-i claim to the proceeds thereof in the Court 
of Claims; and on proof to the satisfaction of 
•■aid court of his ownership of said property, of 
his right to the proceeds thereof, and that he 
has never given any aid or comfort to the pres- 
ent rebellion, to receive the residue of such 
proceeds, after the deduction of any purchase 
money which may have been paid, together 
with the expense of transportation and sale of 
said property, and any other lawful expenses 
attending the disposition thereof. 

Section 4. Ana be it further enacted, That 
all property coming into any of the United 
States not declared in insurrection as afore- 
said, from withiu any of the States declared 
in insurrection, through or by any other per- 
son than any agent duly appointed under the 
provisions of this act. or under a lawful clear- 
ance by the proper officer of the Treasury De- 
oartment, shall be confiscated to the use of the 
Government of the Cnited States. And the 
proceedings for tbe condemnation and sale of 
any such property shall be instituted and con- 
ducted under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, in the mode prescribed by the 
eiehty-u uth and ninetieth sections of tho act 
ot March second, seventeen hundred aud nine- 
ty-nine, entitled "An act to regulate the col- 
lection of duties on imports and tonnage." 
And any agent or agents, person or persons, by 
or through whom such property shall come 
within the lines of the United States un- 
lawfully, as aforesaid, shall be judged guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, or imprisoned for any time 
not exceeding one year, or both, at the discre- 
tion of the court. And tho lines, penalties, 
and forfeitures accruing nnder this act may be 
mitigated or remitted in the modo prescribed 
oy the act of March three, seventeen hundred 
and ninety-seven, or in such manner, in spe- 
cial cases, as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe. 

Section 3. And be it further enacted, That 
the fifth section of the ' Act to further provide 
for the collection of the revenue upon the 
Northern, Northeastern, and Northwestern 
frontier, and for other purposes," approved 
July fourteen, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
two, shall be so construed as to allow the tem- 
porary officers which have been or may be ap- 
pointed at ports which have been or may be 
opened or established in States declared to be 
in insurrection by the proclamation of the 
President on the 1st of July, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-two, the same compensation which 
by law is allowed to permanent officers of the 
same position, or the ordinary compensation 
of special agents, as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may determine. 
Section 6. And be it further enacted, That 



it shall be the duty of every officer or private 
of the regular or volunteer forces of tbe Uni- 
ted States, or any officer, sailor, or marine in 
the naval service of the United States upon 
the inland waters of the United States, w ho 
may take or receive any such abandoned prop- 
erty, or cotton, sugar, rice, or tobacco, from 
parsons in such insurrectionary districts, or 
have it under his control, to turn tbe same over 
to an agent appointed as aforesaid, who shall 
give a receipt therefor; and in case he shall re- 
fuss or neglect so to do, he shall be tried bj a 
court-martiai and shall be dismissed from the 
service, or, if an officer, reduced to the ranks, 
or suffer such other punishment as 6aid court 
shall order, with the approval of the President 
of tho United States. 

Section 7. And be it further enacted, That 
none of tbe provisions of this act shall apply 
to any lawful maritime prize by tbe naval 
Ibrces of the United States. 

Approved, Muich 12, 18C3.

THE rOCKTH KENTUCKY INFANTRY AT 
LAVEBGNE. 

Lavkrone, Tenn., April 13, 1863. 

I again seat myself to drop you a few lines 
from the gallant 4th Kentucky infantry. Per- 
haps it would be interesting to the many 
friends of the 4th to know what we are doing 
at the present time, and also what we have 
done since we have been in the United States 
service. It wouid be a herculean task for inc 
to attempt to describe the various marches and 
jaunts that we have had after the horse 
stealers, Morgan, Wheeler, Forrest, and oth- 
ers of their profession; but, suffice it to say 
that our time hat been employed in tbis 
way ever since General Bragg was driven 
from our native State, until within the 
last few months, which time we have been 
here at Laver*ne, fifteen miles from Nashville, 
on tbe Murfreesboro pike. We came here 
sometime in January, and commenced forti- 
fying this place for the purpose of protecting 
our provision trains on their way from Nash- 
ville to tbe main army at Murfreesboro, and 
have remained here ever since. Your readers 
will probably remember '.hat at this point, 
while the battle was progressing at Murfrees- 
boro, the rebels got iu the rear of our army 
and burned a large train of our wagons. Tbis 
place was inhabited principally by secession- 
its, who aided in burning our wagons and 
killing our teamsters aud destroying our teams, 
for which act our men burned the town to 
ashes. When we came here it was quite a 
desolated looking place, with only chimneys 
protruding up to mark the place where the 
town had stood. 

The iron works of the wagons which had 
been burnt, dead horses and dead mules, lay 
scattered in every direction. The rebels took 
all the horses and mules that they could "tote" 
away with them and left the remainder lying 
dead on the spot, many with their throats cut, 
to keep our men from leceiving any benefit 
from them. Such was the condition of the 
place when we came here. We are now well 
fortified, and have sufficient force to hold this 
place against almost any number that may be 
sent against us. With Southwick's battery, 
and the 2d brigade, we would like to meet an 
equal or a superior force. "Self-praise, ', 
it is said, "is half scandal," but it ap- 
pears that Morgan always shunned Har- 
lan's brigade. But we have lost the noble 
Harlan oy resignation, and the brig- 
ade is now commanded by Col. John T. Crox- 
ton, of our regiment, as brave a man as ever 
commanded a regiment or brigade. Lieut. 
Col. B. B. Hunt is therefore left in command 
of the regiment, a man whose industry, kind- 
ness, and politeness has inspired every mem- 
ber of the regiment with love for him. Al- 
though be is a rigid disciplinarian, he always 
speaks in a mo3t mild and pleasant manner. 
It is hard for a commander to please all, yet I 
have never heard a member of this regiment 
say he disliked Lieut. Col. Hunt. Major R. 
M. Kelly is a brave and energelk man, and 
well beliked by all who know him. Upou the 
whole, I believe we are blessed with at least 
as good field officers as any regiment in the 
service. Our first Colonel, Speed S. Fry, was 
as good and brave a man as there is in the 
Union army. His fame as a soldier and com- 
mander is too well known to need any com- 
ment from me. I am only proud to say he 
was once my Colonel, but now occupies a 
higher position. M. M. V. 

"OfROWN Le<;al Adviskrs." — Lord Russell, 
in his letter of the 24th January, rather 
saucily twitted Mr. Adams with having ex- 
pected ilim — the Foreign Secretary of Eng- 
land — to act upon any opinion given by Mr. 
Collier on the legality of the construct on of 
the Alabama in an English port, with the 
known and all but openly avowed object of 
being piratically employed against Federal 
commerce. His words to Mr. Adams are: 

"Perhaps your meaning is, that her Majes- 
ty's Government Miould have proceeded on 
the opinion of Mr. Collier without waiting for 
other authority. 

"But here, again, I must reply that the 
usage of this couutry requires that the Gov- 
ernment should consult their own legal 
advisers, and obtain the opinion of the law 
officers of the Crown before tbey proceed to 
enforce a penal statute." 

It is to be noticed, also, that the New York 
Albion of last Saturday makes much the 
same point in an article entitled "How the 
Alabama left Liverpool. ' It says that the 
legal opinion taken by Mr. Collier, on the 
Alabama, and sent to the British Government, 
was "favoring, of course, Mr. Adams's claim 
for intervention." This pays a poor compli- 
ment to the British bar, for it assumes that a 
British lawyer, and a Queen's counsel to 
boot, would "of course" give a legal opinion 
to suit tbe wishesof tbe party consulting him. 

Lord Russell's gravely ignoring Mr. Collier 
Is a very curious thing. We do not know 
whether Mr. Collier was one of the British 
Government's "own legal advisers," in July, 
18G2, when he pronounced on tbe illegality of 
building "No. 290" to be employed for pirati- 
cal purposes by the Confederates, but, in 18G1, 
he certainly was a law officer of the Crown, 
for, in Dod s Parliamentary Companion for that 
year, the biography of this same Robert Parrett 
Collier, Queen's Counsel, and M. P. for Plym- 
outh, records him as "appointed Judge Advo- 
cate of the fleet, and Counsel to tbe Admiral- 
ty, December, 1859," aud does not mention bis 
retirement from either office. It seems, then, 
that Mr. Adams, with his usual sagacity, 
went for an opiuion on a question of maritime 
und national law to the man of all others in 
England, not on the bench, best quulified 
from bis position to give it. It will be seen, 
thus, how utterly groundless was Lord Rus- 
"ell's subterfuge, when he ignored the pro- 
fessional status, and even the official capacity 
of Mr. Collier, a gentleman who either was, at 
that very time, one of the Queen's "own legal 
advisers." or had been within a very short 
time. 

The law officers of tbe Crown whom Lord 
Russell did consult were Sir William Ather- 
ton, Attorney General; Sir Roundell Palmer, 
Solicitor General; and Sir John Dorney Hard- 
ing, Queen's Advocate General. The latter 
was incapaciated from considering tbe ques- 
tion (it is alleged) by illness. Sir William 
Atherton is so poor a lawyer that, in June 
1861, when Sir Richard Bethel was made Lord 
Chancellor, the Ministry were afraid of rais- 
ing him from the rank of Solicitor to that of 
Attorney General, and finally did so raise him, 
only after much delay. He is a mere common- 
law man. Sir Roundell Palmer is better 
known in polemics than in law — as an Oxford 
Puseyit* than as a jurisconsult. His practice 
has been in tbe equity courts, und his mind 
must be like a sheet of blank paper about Ad- 
mirality and International Law. Yet to such 
men Lord Russell turned, ignoring Mr. Col- 
lier, who, if not then the highest law-officer 
of the British Adiniralry, had been, within a 
very short time. 

The delay which enabled "No. 290" to slip 
to sea and ripen into tbe Alabama has never 
been accounted for. The article in the New 
York Albion, already referred to, says that 
after the Secretary of the Treasury had in- 
formed Lord Russell ol the vessel's fiight,with 
an intimation that "she was believed to have 
gone to Queenstown, orders were thereupon 
transmitted thither, and also to Nassau, N. P., 
for her seizure by the authorities." If so, it 
i3 significantly indicative of collusion on the 
part of "tbe authorities" at Nassau, that the 
Alabama has repeatedly takeu in coals at Nas- 
sau during her piratical campaign, and "the 
authorities," so far from executing Lord Rus- 
soil's order to seize her, have hospitably enter- 
tained her captain, officers, and crew on such 
occasions. — Philadelphia Press.

A Convention of the truly loyal men of 
Harrison county was held at the CoarlhouBO 
in this place on Monday, the 13tb inst. it 
l« ine county court day. On motion of Col. 
G W. Berry, Jurlpo M. L. Broadwell was 
r illed to the chair, and J. S Friiell appointed 
m cretary. The ohject of the Convention was 
=iai«d to 1*3 to approve and ratify the proceed- 
inirs of the Louisville Convention, held on the 
18th of March, to appoint delegates to a Oon- 
(rreasional Dislrict Convention; also to appoint 
a county corresnondine committee. 

On motion. J. \V. Peck. N. E. Whitehead, 
Maj Henry Nichols, W. W. Trimble, and Col. 
Berry were appointed ft committee to draft 
resolutions and select delegates to the District 
Convention. 

The committee reported the following reso- 
lutions, which were unanimously adopted, viz:

Jolin Morgan 
itu hi3 two thousand men, has captured and 
aroled not less than fifteen thousand of our 
men.

A Counterpart fob Van Dorn. — A recent 
despatch from Washington gives the gratifying 
information that President Lincoln has resolv- 
ed to art upon the bill authorizing him to call 
upon Kentucky for twenty thousand addi- 
tional troops. The proffer was voluntarily 
made on the part of our State, and it has been 
accepted, and the volunteers will probably be 
called for immediately. We presume this ac 
tion on the part of the President has also some 
reference to the offer said to have been made a 
short time sincejby Maj. Gen. Rousseau, of 
corps of mounted infantry intended for active 
service, in keeping open the railroad commu- 
nications of Gen. Rosecrans, or in threatening 
and attacking those of the enemy. We sin- 
cerely hope that project has met the approval 
of the Commander-in-Chief, and that it is his 
intention to call the troops into the field at an 
early date. 

This nation has learned some useful lessons 
from old mother necessity, and some of the 
most practical ones since the war began from 
those apt pupils of hers the needy rebels 
Their cavalry for nearly two years has had its 
own way in this department, retarding our 
campaigns by otherwise insignificant opera 
tions in our rear. At last we profited by ex 
perience, and now the cavalry of General Stan 
ley and the mounted infantry of Wilder meet 
and invariably defeat the rebel cavalry wher 
ever it can be found. Morgan and Forrest 
were types of leaders to whom at first we had 
no parallels. We have improved upon them 
and Stanley and Wilder are now their supc 
riors. But the rebels have mounted forces upon 
a still more extensive scale, and led by other 
typical leaders lb,r whom we sadly need coun 
terparta. Where Morgan and Forrest onceop 
erated with Bingle brigades we now have Van 
Dorn and Wheeler with entire corps of two or 
three divisions. 

Van Dorn with his mounted corpt of tw 
divisions of experienced infantry, resting on 
Gen. Rosecrans' right flank, keeping at bay 
in Franklin, Gordon Granger's entire com 
mand, while Wheeler with his fine brigade 
rests on our left and keeps a large force em 
ployed in watching the crossings of the Cum 
berland, are foes destined to yield a greater 
controllling influence on Gen. Rosecrans' 
movements than the rebel infantry in his front. 
Without an adequate mounted force to oppose 
Van Dorn and Wheeler they will be very dan 
gerous foes to leave upon our flanks, threat- 
ening our rear the moment we move forward. 
We have seen in the late attack on Franklin 
what Van Dorn dares attempt. In his attack 
upon Fort Donelson and upon the fleet at 
Palmyra we see his enterprise. During the 
battle of Stone River Wheeler's corpt made 
the circuit of Rosecrans' army and destroyed 
stores whose value would have armed and 
equipped a mounted force fully able to 
have hunted him down and whipped him. 
Every raid of Morgan into Kentucky has 
cost as much as would equip a force sufficient 
to have whipped him in any position in which 
' he may have been found. It is very easy to im- 
agine the extent to which the diversions of Van 
Dorn can be carried when once the Cumber- 
land river becomes fordable. It will then re- 
quire large details of our infantry to fortify 
and guard every bridge in Gen. Rosecrans' 
rear, unless we create a corps and improvise a 
leader who will prove a match for the enemy 
and a counterpart to Van Dorn. What we 
now need is a force which can oppose suc- 
cessfully this formidable corps of Van Dorn 
and similar organizations, not by attacking 
them to fight drawn battles which would 
leave us as much exhausted as the foe, but by 
carrying the war into the enemy's country 
and protecting our own rear by attacking 
theirs. 

We do not know that it is Gen. Rousseau's 
proposition which has been accepted, but we 
trust the Government intends using the force 
in the manner suggested by Gen. Rousseau 
Let the force be raised. It is no such difficult 
matter. There are many of our old infantry 
regiments, nearly depleted by casualties, now 
in the rear in Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, and 
Illinois, laboring with little success to recruit 
to the old standard as infantry regiments. Let 
it be proposed to mount these when fully re- 
cruited, and they will soon be filled without 
waiting for a draft, which mu3t necessarily be 
a slow and cumbersome process. Supply this 
mounted force of say two divisions of three 
brigades each, with a few batteries of lighter 
pieces, such Napoleons as are made by Ames, 
of Chickopee, Mass , and arm them with the 
best Hartford manufactured Sharpe's or Hen- 
ry rifles. Place them under command of ex- 
perienced men, men of known energy of will 
and resources of mind, and then give them a 
carte blanche to go where and do what they 
wish. Give them, too, a popular leader 
like Rousseau, whose name would carry 
with it a moral force, and at once im- 
part to them that spirit of enthusiasm, to 
which every success would add. It is im- 
possible to conceive to what length such a force 
might not go. Retained for the defence of our 
railroad, concentrated where it could strike 
the enemy with ease, it would at once terrify 
small bands of guerillas into hasty retirement 
from the State, and prove a firm barrier to the 
advance of larger bodies. Ur it could pene- 
trate the enemy's country, and, taking what 
route it pleased, strike at the thousand and one 
vulnerable points in the very heart of the reb- 
el Confederacy. It could reach without diffi- 
culty tne.aet-work of railroads which centres 
in Georgia and which are veins of golden 
blood to the rebellion. Such a force could de- 
stroy in a short time one half the rebel armor- 
ies and granaries of the South. And arms, 
powder, and wheat, and corn are stores, which, 
once destroyed, the rebels find it very difficult 
to replace. There is no necessity to lack for food 
and provender. There is plenty of it stored in 
1 the rebel government granaries of Georgia 
Suoh a force runs no great 
I >f capture,— of being surrounded and 
In a two months' campaign in Geor- 
|gia and Alabama, a mounted force of fifteen 
men can capture and parole five 
force of rebels, besides destroying 



John Bull has not lost all bis stock of 
common sense and is beginning to look at his 
conduct in fitting out private vessels to prey 
n the commerce of a friendly nation in its 
true character. The London Saturday Re- 
view devotes an article to the consideration of 
the question whether England will not be lia- 
ble to indemnify all losses sustained for the 
Alabama and her compeers, in the course of 
which it says: 

We cannot expect to be always neutrals, 
ind if a war arises to which we are parties 
and the Americans are not, the power of our 
enemies to have ships-of-war built in Ameri- 
can harbors would be a most serious danger 
to British commerce. If we can but clear 
away the passions and prejudices of the mo- 
ment, we may easily see that prudence would 
bid us wish that the measures taken to prevent 
the building of ships-of-war in neutral ports 
should be as stringent as possible. If, as we 
think, Earl Russell has done all that the law 
permitted him to do, it is a matter of regret, 
rather than of rejoicing, that he couid not do 
more. Some day, we may be sure, the prece- 
dent ot the Alaquma will be used in a way 
w hich Englishmen will find far fr*m pleas- 
ant. Practically, it decides that ships-of-war 
may be built in the harbors of a neutral with 
an impunity that is all but complete; and this 
is a decision very adverse to English interests, 
as Mr. Adams did not fail to point out in his 
communications with Lord Russell. 

This looks as if John was really beginning 
to see it. But the London News has also 
turned its attention to the same subject, and 
thus looks into the future practical operation 
of the Rowland for an Oliver which the United 
States may give Great Britain: 

There is one important point connected 
with the building and fitting out in this coun 
try of such vessels as the Alabama, which, 
hough referred to by Mr. Forster and others 
in the debate of Friday evening, has not yet 
been sufficiently considered, and that is tho 
very serious extent to which it must tel. 
against ourselves hereafter! If, through any 
defect in tho law, or any want of vigor in its 
administration, the building of war ships for 
belligerents is allowed to go on with compara 
live impunity, we may be quite certain that 
the precedent thus unhappily established will 
not be forgotten by other nations, and least by 
the nation which has such good cause to re- 
member it. 

These are very healthy indications of a bet- 
ter state of feeling, or perhaps we should say 
that England begins to understand that her 
present gains in selling vessels to the rebels 
will hardly pay for the prospective losses she 
may sustain if tho ship-yards of the United 
States should be opened to her next enemy 
war. At any rate, the pocket of John Bull 
begins to feel and see danger ahead, and as 
usual he is preparing to haul in his horns.

contemporary suggests that the pn 
lication of the official correspondence of Lord 
Lyons which the British Government has just 
made is a clear mark of unfriendliness to our 
country. The suggestion is undoubtedly just. 
The design of the British Government and its 
Minister here, is, evidently, to aggravate and 
prolong our borne dissensions for the benefit 
of Great Britain. She hopes our domestic en- 
mities will so enfeeble our national power 
that she can treat us, with impunity, as her 
own interests or humor wiy dictate. That 
she may disregard her treaty stipulations as 
she did in holding military posts in this coun- 
try long after the peace of S3 — that she may 
seize and enslave our white citizens as she did 
by her impressments — that she may enforco 
such claims as she asserted in the Mosquito 
protectorate controversy — that she may sup- 
ply the rebels with a navy to destroy our com- 
merce and thereby give employment to her 
own ships, as she is now doing, her 6hips 
commanding double the price for freights 
that American vessels receive in consequence 
of her furnishing the rebels with their pirat- 
ical "Alabamas," "230' s," 4c, &c, which are 
launched from English shipyards, sail from 
English ports, and are paid for with English 
money, to plunder and burn our marine, and 
murder our sailors. And all this she will 
accomplish unless our Government has the 
courage properly to resist her aggressive in- 
ults, her violations of honest neutrality, and 
her artful intrigues to keep us by the ears. 
She has no sympathy with North or South, 
but wishes to see them cripple each other, 
until both are victims of her will. For 
heaven's sake let us not be duped by her arti 
fico, or become a sacrifice to her cupidity. 
Let us not be so foolish as to be made her 
instruments to accomplish our own humility, 
or be led so blindly by party contention as to 
listen to her mischief-making tales of scandal 
fulminated in ber official correspondence 
Who before ever heard of an Ambassador re- 
peating to bis Government in an official form 
the gossip of private individuals as express- 
ng the sentiments of anv responsible portion 
of a Government, and these individuals uu 
known, undesignated, and met casually ? The 
wholes purpose is too apparent to deceive any 
one — it is to increase the bitterness of party 
contention in the North and render impassa- 
ble the present barriers between the North 
and the South, that England may make money 
out of our stri/et, and recover that supremacy 
over the ocean she once so proudly boasted. 
Britannia is determined to rule the waves, it 
power, or intrigue, or violation of national 
faith, will enable her to do it, and the only 
way for us to protect ourselves from falling a 
prey to ber machinations is to be resolute and 
uaited in resisting them. In convincing her 
that we are not to be imposed upon or trifled 
with, and thai, while we aBk for nothing but 
what is right, we will submit to nothing that 
is wrong.

The Democrat surely ought to know, if it 
does not, that no Conservative has said or is 
likely to 6ay, that "it will be time enough to 
sec to the redress of grievances in violation of 
the Constitution after the rebellion i3 over. 
We all wish to see to the redress of such 
grievances as soon as possible. We are de 
voted to the work now, and we mean to con 
tinue devoted to it. We are resolved 
omit no opportunity of advancing it. Wt in 
tend to use for its accomplishment all consti 
tutional aud legal means having a tendency 
to promote the object. Grievances can be 
redressed by the removal of their uuthors and 
supporters from office, and such removal 
can be effected just as soon as the com 
bined forces of the ballot-box and popu 
lar sentiment are able to effect it. We 
would not pause for one instant in the 
use of all proper means for the achievement 
of the redress because a great rebellion is to 
be put down; we would carry on the two 
grand and necessary undertakings at the same 
time, relaxing in neither on account of the 
other. While endeavoring, by all legitimate 
meanj, to defend the Constitution from viola- 
tion, we certainly would not propose, as our 
neighbor doe?, to stop the supplies of men and 
money necessary to the prosecution of tbe 
war, for that, by insuring the immediate and 
complete triumph of the rebellion and the de- 
struction of the Republic, would annihilate 
the Constitution, and certainly the sweeping 
of that great charter of liberty out of existence 
is no means legitimate or illegitimate of re- 
dressing grievances in violation of it. 

Whatever the Administration may do or 
omit to do, every friend of the Union will do 
what ha can to put down the rebellion by 
force of arms, for the success of the rebellion 
would involve the destruction of the Union and 
the Constitution alike. We would redress all 
grievances as far as possible while the wnr 
continues, and, if any remain unredressed 
either in whole or in part at the end of the 
war, we shall go for completing the redress 
then. It is a fearful thing lo see the Consti- 
tution wounded, but, if tho Union survive, 
the wounds of the Constitution are not im- 
medicable.

Thk MoxiTons. — Capt. Ericsson writes to 
the New York Times that the imperfections ot 
the new Monitors as developed at Charleston 
are not of a serious character and can be readily 
obviated for the future. Everything with the 
new fighting machines worked precisely a= 
intended, not a single change of plan being 
called for. The pilot-house proving of insuf- 
cient thickness was not an un foreseen circum- 
stance. The limited experience which we 
have had in actual conflict indicated that eight 
inches thickness would be sufficient, bui 
it was by no means assumed to be a settled 
point. Hence such a construction was adopt- 
ed, that, without removing the structure, or 
changing its interior arrangements, any num 
ber of additional plates might be attached to 
the exterior, and its thickness increased to any 
extent. So with regard to the turret; it is 
constructed of an interior skeleton-cylinder, 
composed of plates firmly riveted together, to 
which any number ot plates may be bolted. 
It is by no means yet established that our tur- 
rets require increased thickness, excepting 
possibly at tbe base. The public will do well 
not to bs alarmed by the remarks of inexpe- 
rienced observers, who are startled at seeing 
the indentations produced by the enemy'B 
projectiles. We apply armor to keep out hos- 
tile shot — not to prevent scars and indenta- 
tions. So far we have fully succeeded.

Tbi Last Evening of the Week.— Satur- 
day afternoon brings the brightest and most 
joyous hours of the week. Sunshine or rai 
can only affect the kind, not the degree, of our 
pleasure. Even those who scarcely know the 
meaning of labor feel and acknowledge the 
happy influence of the coming holiday. AU 
are nerved in the completion of their work, 
anticipation of one day's respite from the toil 
of the week that has passed. If you stroll 
along the streets of the city, and look in upon 
our large business houses, you will find every 
counting-room adding its evidence to estab 
lish the grand fact, which has impressed you 
that it is "silver Saturday'' (we should say 
"paper" Saturday, now). The clerks look as 
though they were waiting impatiently 
throw off their office coats, and hurry off in 
search of amusement, in haste to forget their 
labors. As you pass along you notice that 
the streets are becoming more thickly thronged 
—that crinoline is everywhere in the ascend- 
ancy. The ladies are turning out for their 
Saturday afternoon's stroll, making the streets 
bright with their brilliant eyes, and more 
cheerful by merry tongues. Some wend their 
way to one place of amusement and some to 
another. Some desire simply to promenade 
the streets, but all have an object— to enjoy 
the merry afternoon that closes the week. 

As this throng begins to diminish in num 
bers, another, less gayly dressed but equally 
happy in their holiday anticipations, supplies 
its place. Merchants are beginning to close 
their stores, the factories are discharging the 
thousands who have been laboring throughout 
the week amid the confusing whirl of the 
never-tiring machinery, and the tide of the 
streets sets homeward. 

The night is coming on, and tho streets arc 
temporarily almost deserted. The homeward 
tide has reached its ebb, and the one of the 
evening, which branches off to the Louisville 
heatre, Masonic Temple, Wood's Xew Theatre, 
and other places of amusement that offer any 
chance of pleasure, hss begun its rest!eF3 mo- 
tion. Saturday evening— joyful percursor of 
the coming morrow— has at length arrived; 
work ceases everywhere in the city eicept in 
the office of the daily newspaper, the place, of 
all others, where there is no re6t for the weary. 
When the happy throng of the city cease their 
labors, printers are ready to commence opera- 
tions for the next week's issue. Their work is 
never finished, and their life is an unbroken 
season of toil from one year's end to the other. 
They are the horns through which oilier men 
blow their praise and ascend the ladder of 
fame, never to cast one approving smile on the 
humble authors of their elevation. Such is 
lifo. 

Mutilated Notes.— It should be understood 
by all that United States Treasury notes, from 
which any part equal to a tenth has been re- 
moved, will not be redeemable at its face. It 
ought also to be understood that any mutila- 
tion, however trifling, destroys the currency 
of these notes. If the Emallest particle of the 
print is gone, or the note is even slit ever so 
little, it must be sold to the brokers at a die- 
count, which is usually heavy. People, there- 
fore, should be very careful to scrutinize every 
ouo of these notes that are offered to them. 
As they are uncurrent, a person offering them 
knowingly subjects himself to indictment for 
fraud, and may be criminally prosecuted. 

Hay A correspondent writes to us to correct 
a supposed error of another correspondent in 
reference to the recent expedition sent from 
Frankfort into Owen county. He 6ays a de- 
tachment of the 106th and 108th Ohio went to 
Owenton, the ranking officer of the command 
belonging to company B, of the 1 08th, and not 
the 106th. The mistake is very immaterial, 
for the expedition did not win as many laurels 
as Apollo did when he went in chase of 
Daphne, though, like the day god, "the 
ranking officer" was doubtlees after more than 
he succeeded in obtaining. 

BSyThe suspension of the tobacco manu- 
factories will prove a serious loss to the mer- 
cantile interests of this place. Many families 
were wholly dependent upon the labor of their 
sons and daughters, who were employed in the 
different houses. It will be very difficult, it 
not impossible, for those three thousand opera- 
tives to find employment in the city at this 
time. This suspension will throw a very large 
amount of money out of circulation here, and 
it will doubtless be keenly felt throughout the 
city. 

Boy Killed. — John Haley, a boy about 
eleven years of age, met with a terrible death 
erday afternoon at the Nashville Railroad 
depot. It appears that he was standing on the 
track, when a locomotive, which had twitch 
off a train of cars, was coming towards him, 
and, in his endeavor to get out of the way, he 
got immediately in front of the locomotive 
which knocked him down and passed over his 
neck, severing the head from the body. We 
are informed that his bereaved parents reside 
in this city. 

Tue Continental Old Folks.— A matinee 
at two o'clock and a soiree at the usual even- 
ing hour will close the present engagement of 
this excellent company of vocalists in our ciiy 
If they have been a3 well satisfied with their 
reception in Louisville as our most accom 
plished amateurs and judges of music have 
been with their performances, we shall soon 
enjoy the pleasure of another visit from them 
Until then the memory of the witching voice 
of Miss Emiiie Paige will haunt our dreams. 

Revival ok Business. — A3 eoon as the em- 
bargo on shipments is raised, which we are 
informed will be done in the course of another 
week, the busy season of trade will be opened, 
and our merchants, traders, and shippers, and 
the streets of our city again filled with the 
jostling thousands, eager to obtain a share of 
the profits which may be obtained from active 
industry and sharp dealing. We trust that all 
inenmbrance to trado will be permanently re- 
moved as soon as possible. 

Ha^The men who attempt to show their 
disrespect for our patriotic soDgs at our places 
of amusement simply render themselves ridicu- 
lous in the eyes of all sensible people. Tbey 
show more rgnorance and ill-breeding than 
contempt for the great national airs of a 
country of which they are unworthy. The 
miserable creatures "have neither music in 
their souls nor souls in their music."

Henderson Cocntt.— The Circuit Court of 
Henderson met last Monday. We are infornW 
by letter that the sheriff, contrary to law. se- 
lected a grand jury composed almost exclu 
sively of secession sympathizers, and one of 
the members refused to take the oath, giving 
as a reason that he had furnished money to his 
brother in the rebel service, and otherwise 
assisted the Confederates. The Judge refused 
to accept this excuse, and had him sworn as 
one of the grand jurists. We can hardly 
reilize that this is true, or that it does not ad- 
mit of some qualification or explanation. If 
civil law is thus to be made a mockery, and 
men who detest the Government are to be 
permitted to control the bills of indictment, 
we had better turn our court-houses into bar- 
racks and our jury-rooms into hospitals. We 
hope this imputed wrong will receive proper 
investigation, and, if our information is cor- 
rect, care should be promptly taken that no 
such men are permitted to administer on the 
estates of deceased soldiers, to consume what 
little they may leave to theirdeceosed families 
nor should they be allowed to go through th 
disgraceful farce of enforcing the laws of the 
State when they consider themselves absolved 
from all respect to their binding influence.

General Orders A'o. 1. 

1. The General commanding takes great 
pleasure in congratulating the officers and men 
of this command upon the favorable impres- 
sion they have everywhere left on the minds 
of the people throughout the entire extent of 
their long journey from Newport News to this 
place, and trusts that by their continued good 
conduct they may not onlv win the respect 
and affections of the inhabitants of Kentucky 
but reflect credit back upon those patriotic 
States which sent them forth to do battle for 
their country. 

2. As, however, there are always some few 
evil disposed persons to be found in so large a 
number of troops, the General commanding 
deems it proper to remind them that we are 
now serving in a loyal State, and are sur- 
rounded by good and loyal citizens — citizens 
who, on account of their firm adherence to the 

ause of the Union, have suffered severely at 
the hands of the enemy, and who have a right 
to expect from us complete and hearty protcc 
tion rather than molestation, insult, or injury. 

3. The practice of marauding, therefore, at 
all times s6 pernicious in its effect upon an 
army, and so injurious to the cause in which 
we are engaged, eveq when practised in the 
enemy's country, becomes infamous when 
carried on against our own friends who nre 
so dependent upon us for protection. This 
practice must be discontinued, and none who 
engage in it or give it countenance alter the 
promulgation of this order need expect clem 
ency or consideration at these headquarters; 
the penalty attached to such crimes will be 
executed in every case to the letter. 

4. All supplies required for this command, 
such as fuel, forage, ic , not supplied on requi- 
sition, will be procured by purchase, and 
every case where the cash is not paid therefor 
proper and regular vouchers will be given, so 
that the citizen will have as little vexation as 
possible in collecting his pay. 

5. No officer or enlisted man wilt be per- 
mitted to visit the towns of Winchester or 
lit Sterling, or go beyond a mile from his 
camp, without permission of the officer in 
command thereof. And in the case of com- 
pany officers and soldiers, this permission will 
be in writing. Those absent without such 
authority will be arrested by tho Provost or 
other guards, and reported to these headquar- 
ters. 

6. No officer or soldier will leave his com 
mand to bo absent over night without au- 
thority from these headquarters.

Washington, April 17. 
Lieutenant Commanding dishing sends to 
the Navy Department the following despatch: 
U. S. Steamer Cohmohore Uap.net, > 
Nassekono River, April u— P. M. ; 

This morning my vessels from above came 
down. The Mount Washington was disabled. 
, About 11 30 A M. the enemy opened on us 
; with somepiece8 of artillery, giving nsn cross- 
fire. At onre we got under weigh and went 
into went into action, silencing the enemy in 
an hour at about 1 P. M. The rebels took up 
a po.«ition within seven hundred yards of the 
I Mount Washington, which was grounded, and 
| opened on U9 with both artillery and sharp- 
shooters. 1 kept close to the disabled boat 
and fought tbe enemy until high water, when 
I ordered the SteppingStone to take tbe Mount 
I Washington in tow. This was done under a 
i heavy fire, and at 5 P. M. I had the satisfac- 
| tion of silencing the enemy's battery. My 
! loss is three killed and 6even wounded. I do 
[ not know as yet what the casualties are on the 
I other vessels. I received eight raking show, 
but fortunately the engine is not disabled. 
I can assure you that the Barney and her 
• crew are still in good fighting trim and will 
I beat the enemy or sink at our post It is only 
I requisite to look at the Mount Washington to 
i see with what daring gallantry Lieut Lawson 
I fought. I am now uking bis vessel in tow, 
I and shall anchor for the night. We have 
: fought all day. 

Acting Rear-Admiral Lee telegraphs to the 
Secretary off Newport News on the 16th that 
reports from Lieuts. Gushing and Lawson are 
just received. The enemy has not crossed the 
river, and there is every indication that they 
are retreating, though tbey still have some ar- 
tillery and sharpshooters on the Nansemond. 
Our boats shot down a number of their men 
to-day with canister. We have three wound- 
ed, making in all five killed and eighteen 
wounded in our little flotilla, in which, from 
what I can learn, the fight ha3 been pretty 
much confined. 

New Yobk, April 17. 

A Washington letter says the President will 
remove to the Soldier's Home in June. Also 
that the foreign ministers will remove tempo- 
rarily to the North. 

The letter says an important military move- 
ment is on foot in the vicinity of Washington, 
and another looking in a direction more re- 
mote, the results of which will be very soon 
developed. 

A Washington telegram says Gen. Casey is 
relieved from his command in the field by 
Gen. Abercrombie, while a letter states that 
Ahercrombie's command has moved South. 

The agent of a Mississippi firm, sent North 
to purchase cotton gins, was arrested yester- 
day and ordered to give a bond of $3,000 and 
go to Fori Lafayette. It is stated that the 
property was not to be sent till the end of the 
war, which the firm expects soon. The man 
cannot now give the bond, aud there is some 
hesitation about sending him to Fort Lafa- 
yette. 

It is understood that the despatches sent 
abroad by Mr. Seward are not so warlike as 
has been reported. 

Tho steamer British Queen, from Havana 
the 11th and Nassau the 13th, arrived to-night. 
The British neutral steamer Mayaratt and 
Jesse, from Charleston the 8th, arrived at Nas- 
sau on the 10th, gratifying the British there 
with the report that the Ironsidesand Keokuk 
were badly damaged. 

The ship Haidee, with a cargo of coal for ihe 
blockade runners, was wrecked on the 9th. 
Ship and cargo a total loss. 

Havana news unimportant. Nothing later 
from Vera Cruiz. The gunboats Vanderbilt 
and Sonora are still at Havana. The Octoro- 
ria sailed on the 8th on a cruise. The North 
Star sailed on the 9th, after obtaining a supply 
of water. The British rebel steamers Ruby 
and Virginia were at Havana. 

St. Lot-is, April 17. 
A telegram from Colonel Phillips, dated 
Park Hill, Cherokee Nation, April 11th, says 
he has swept ibe north side of the Arkansas 
river clear of rebels. Part of his command 
holds Fort Gibson. He has had overtures from 
Colonel Drew, Captain Vaugn, and the Creek 
Indians. 

The rebel9 are gathering on the south side 
of the Arkansas river, and hold all the fords, 
which are now deep. 

Halifax, April 17. 
There was quite a serious riot here last even- 
ing. About three hundred soldiers broke 
from the barracks and rushed into the streets, 
assailing the citizens and doing all tbe damage 
they could. The fighting soon became indis- 
criminate between the citizens and soldiers, 
and several were hurt on both sides. A de- 
tachment of tho royal artillery finally appear- 
ed and drove the soldiers back to their bar- 
racks. 

Pittsburg, April 17, P. M. 
The river is 10 feet 6 inches by the pier 
mark and rising. Weather cloudy and damp.

Burning of tub Steamer Prioress — Pas- 
sengers and Crew Saved, but their Baggage all 
Lost. — The steamer Prioress, which has been 
running for some time between Madison and 
Cincinnati as a regular packet, and one of tbe 
tinest passenger boaU on tbe Ohio river, was 
destroyed by fire yesterday morning at about 
seven o'clock. There were about one hundred 
passengers on board, and a large number were 
at breakfas* at ibe time the alarm of fire was 
heard from below. The greatest consterna- 
tion prevailed. Women shrieked and fainted, 
mothers rushed to the ladies' cabin in search 
of their children — nvn lost th> ir presence of 
mind and beoume perfectly bewildered — some 
jumoea overboard in tbe excitement of the 
moment, but fortunately escaped drowning — 
while a few remained cool and collected, and 
assisted the officers in their noble work of 
preserving human life. 

The fire was first discovered in some bun- 
dles of straw that had been placed upon the 
bow of the boat. At the time of this discov- 
ery the 6teamer was about one mile below the 
city. Captain David was in bed, and, when 
he heard the fearful cry of "fire, fire," he got 
up as quickly as possible, and ran below to tbe 
point where the flames originated, but, finding 
it impossible to check the conflagration, he 
ordered the boat to be run ashore immediately. 
The engineers and pilots remained at their 
posts, and a landing was made near the mouth 
of Mill Creek. By this time nearly tho whole 
of the noble vessel was enveloped in flames. 
Captain David, from the time it became evi- 
dent that his boat could not be saved, devoted 
hia whole time and energies in eflbrU U> save 
the passengers — men, women, and childun — 
that had placed themselves under his care and 
protection, and well did he succeed in accom- 
plishing the noble end in view. All the 
passengers were saved, as well as the crew, 
with the single exception of one of the cooks, 
Mr. Rouse, who jumped overboard. 

The boat aud cargo is a total loss, and the 
passengers lost everything eicept the clothing 
upon their persons at tbe time the alarm was 
given. The flames, assisted by a strong breeze, 
spread with great rapidity — first the flooring 
above tho boilers, and thence to the cabin — and 
in Uss time than it takes to write this descrip- 
tion, the whole vessel was on fire. Nothing 
remains but a charred hull and blackened ma- 
chinery. 

The Prioress was owned by Capt. David, 
Messrs. Barker, Hart, & Cook, and others, and 
was worth $60 000, as this 6um was offered for 
her but a few days ago, and refused. She was 
insured for $20,000 in the following companies: 
Magnolia, $3,000; Commercial, $4,000; Amer- 
ican, $4,000; City, $3,000; National, $3,000; 
Central, $3,000. The cargo was valued at 
$30,000. The Prioress was under tbe com- 
mand of Capt. Charley David, one of the most 
careful and experienced, as well as one of the 
most courteous and popular commanders in 
the West. She was one of our finest and 
swiftest packets, and her destruction was the 
all-Absorbing theme of conversation yesterday 
among steamboatmen, all expressing regret at 
the loss of so fine a vessel, and sympathy for 
the unfortunate owners.— Cin. Enquirer.

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SANITARY RtPORT.

Sih: Id mv last report I alluded at theolose 
to the wrong" done the soldier in not forwarding 
Lis descriptive list when he was sent too tar 
from his regiment to be mu6t«red with it for 
pay. I did not at all exhaust the subject, as 
it "relates to 6ick or wounded soldiers sent 
to a hospital hundreds of miles from their com- 
panies. There can scarcely be anything more 
depressing to the spirits of a sick man, or tend 
more to retard his recovery, than his inability 
to get his pay, especially if he has a family, 
and they are in need. And it amouuts to a 
cruel torture when his comrade in the adjoin- 
ing bed is paid and he is passed by, because 
his Captain, from wilfulness, ignorance, or 
neglect, has failed to forward his descriptive 
list. There has been much more attention 
given to the subject since my last report, 
greatly to the comfort of the soldiers, but there 
are still many unnecessary cases of distress. 1 
know there are reasons that many Captains 
would urge, calling tbem good, although con- 
trary to the regulations, and also that there are 
difficulties in the way at times, incident to 
an army changing it3 position. But these ex- 
cuses do not answer, when months pass and 
letter after letter has been written for them. 
Only the other day a soldier told me he had 
been three months in hospital, had written 
himself and had gotten others to write again 
and again, urging hit Captain to send his list; 
nearly all this time he had been a subject of 
discharge. 

Finally, in desuair of anything better, he had 
determined to leave his papers Behind and go 
home on a discharge furlough to a distant part 
of Michigan, aided by you from the Ware fund. 
At the last moment, however, bis descriptive 
list came, and I was enabled to t»rry his money 
from the Paymaster to his bedside, and start 
him on his journey home. There has not yet 
beon enough said or done about this sad 
neglect. In many cases the lists are made out 
so carelessly or ignorantly that when sent they 
are almost useless. S omctimes a soldier suffers 
only in the amount paid him, and generally 
he will bear this, rather than wsitfor his paper 
to be returned to his Captain for correction. 
The other day a Captain of cavalry neglected 
to mention on a soldier's descriptive list that 
he had furnished his own horse, and conse- 
quently he must lose the "forty cents a day for 
the use and risk thereof" for all the time he 
was in actual service, or wait for the correc- 
tion of his papers. He chose to take what- 
ever he could get. And to-day a Captain has 
neglected to mention the date of enlistment 
on a aescriptive list, and, though the papers 
were all made out with this exception, as his 
clothing account had never been settled, the 
soldier must wait, how long I do not know, 
till his list can be corrected by his Captain. I 
felt sad as I glanced at the certificate of dis- 
ability — his disease was consumption. The 
great cruelty and oppression of Captains to 
sick men, when, as has been the case in the 
past, they have six or more months' puy due, 
and it may be their families sufferiag, cannot 
be too strongly characterized. The knowledge 
of a single case of such a kind would degrade 
a man socially in almost any community, and 
a wilful neglect should, it seems to me, cashier 
any Captain, who, in addition to the great 
wrong to the soldier, violates the regulations 
of the army. 

While speaking of the troubles connected 
with descriptive rolls I may mention that in 
many hospitals a number ot these papers are 
now remaining. In one I found as many as 
fifty, some of deserters, some who have died 
in hospital, but others of men who have gone 
to other hospitals or joined their regiments. 
At the Medical Director's, where all should be 
collected, there are a very large number, a list 
of which has been made out by the clerk. The 
difficulties a captain would have in attempting 
to certify to the financial standing of a soldier 
who had been absent for months in distant 
hospitals is well known, and if a captain had 
no scruples, the paymaster's personal liability 
would prevent bis paying upon a roll so de- 
fective. I would suggest that the list already 
made out should be perfected by the addition 
of those remaining in the hopitals and pub- 
lished in one of the daily papers, and the same 
type arranged in some oonvonient form to be 
sent to all the hospitals whore these men may 
have gone, and also forwarded to the army in 
the best way to reach their company com- 
manders. 

OF LETTERS NOT DELIVERED. 

Quite a large number of letters remain in 
the hospitals and have from tbem been accu- 
mulated at the Medical Director's office. 

If some plan could be adopted by which the 
address of the persons could be made out, and 
the letters forwarded to the owners, a great 
kindness would be effected. Sad stones are in 
too many instances being accumulated by the 
delay of these letters. After all were sent that 
could be, might not the remainder be returned 
to the post-office, aid through Its present ar- 
rangement sent back to the writers? 

HOSPITAL FOND. 

The hospital fund, which is the commuted 
value of the rations issued to a hospital which 
have not been consumed bv the inmates, is 
now, In well-managed hospitals of the city, 
sufficient to supply in a great measure those 
wants which in* earlier days the Commission 
has exerted Itself to meet. I give as an illus- 
tration the fund accumulated in Hospital No. 7 
in a single month and some of the items in its 
disbursement. There are many things that 
can yet be supplied to add to the oomfort of the 
Bick soldier here, but it is apparent from the 
following extract that the burthen of the san- 
itary stores should now be forwarded as they 
are to hospitals having greater need nearer the 
front, ana that the Commission can here turn 
its attention to other charities connected with 
the soldier. The report Irom which I have 
taken the extract and summary was furnished 
me by the surgeon la charge, Dr. W. W. Gold- 
smith. 

The whole amount of rations due hospital 
No. 7 for »he month of February was 24,414, 
valued at 16 cts per ration, $3,906 24 — rations 
for about 800 men one month. The value of 
the regular rations drawn was $2,486 45, ltav- 
ing a hospital fund for the purchase of articles 
of diet beyond these rations of $1,419 79. The 
hospital had already accumulated from pre- 
ceding months no less an amount than $1,438 
90. In their purchases this month they drew 
upon this fund, for they spent $2,161 63. leav- 
ing still a balance due this month of $697 05. 
The list of articles is too long to be inserted 
here, and a few items will answer the purpose 
of the whole: Of butter 2,051 pounds; of 
milk 1,400 gallons; of eggs 689K dozen; of 
mutton 1,302 pounds; $57 for cans of peaches; 
$65 for oysters j $40 for oranges; $22 for rab- 
bits; $76 for chickens; dried peaches $38; dried 
apples $44; potatoes $159; onions $35; tur- 
nips $29; cabbage $42, &c. 

SPECIAL BELIEF. 

The work of aiding the invalid dUoharged 
soldier, which for some time has been so thor- 
oughly and kindly done at Washington, D. 
0., is now being carried out very completely 
here. The Kentucky branch have their special 
Relief Agent stationed at the Soldiers' Home, 
which has now been increased to double its 
former capacity. He attends to that eepart- 
ment, where, besides furnisning the discharged 
B idlers lodging and food without charge, 
while waiting for his pay, all needed tssisU 
ance in procuring bis pov is rendered him. 
Papers are also examimd there, and soldiers 
who are unable to care for their own papers 
have them prepared and carried to the pay- 
master and the money brought to them. This 
work will be greatly facilitated in a short 
time by the removal of the paymasters to the 
rooms being prepare 1 tor them at the Home. 

It is true the discharge papers say that an 
agent is an unnecessary expense, and under 
the supposed circumstances it would be. Hut 
when so large a business is djnc as the paying 
s great many thousand dollars upon separate 
small accounts the business has to be eystem- 
atited and time economized to prevent unnec- 
essary delay and confusion, and necessary 
rules do not have at all times much reference 
to the ignorance, convenience, or comfort of 
the soldier. Many ot the difficulties might be 
removed through information given by large 
posters. I would suggest that the Oommis- 
sion furnish such for the hospitals, the depart- 
ment, and the offices of the Pavrcasi/>r for the 
Instruction and warning of soldiers. But this 
relief does not bear upon the soldier confined 
to his bed, scarcely able to write his name, 
and, in too many instances, only going home 
to die among his friends, or of others desiring 
to husband their strength for the journey be- 
fore them, or of others still too feeble to go to 
the Paymasters with their papers. The forms 
which have been printed to facilitate the bu- 
siness and make the whole intention plain to 
the sick soldier answer the purpose very well 
One an order on the commander of the poet 

.J»£ P"P ert '.. an °tber on the paymaster, and 
a third, a certificate, to leave with the soldier 
when his papers, duly signed, are taken to the 
paymaster. 

I was only able to commence this work on 
the 24th ult-, but In the seven days slDce I 
have conveyed to these discharged soldiers 
more than seven hundred dollars. The first 
money I carried In this good work was to the 
bedside of a poor man in hospital at New Al- 
bany, and indeed the mostof the above amount 
baa been carried to these hospitals, they from 
their distance availing themselves the more 
readily of the kindness. I was glad that the 
first case was one of so great charity. He 
was very feeble and obliged to support his 
hand by a pillow to make the necessary signa- 
tures. He had evidently only got permission 
to go home to die. His brother had been with 
htm over two weeks waiting impatiently for 
his discharge. It would have done your heart 
good to have been the means of giving this 
aid and comfort to these two men. 

I learn that one of the State agents has pro- 
cured an order that no one shall collect any- 
thing tor a soldier of Mo Sr.,. — . wi_ - -

GKA\ ES AI NSW ALBANT. 

Upon inquiring about the mauner in which 
the graves of soldiers wire marked at New 
Albany, I found it was only by a b.iard placed 
at the head of the grave. This being but a 
very temiiorary means of designating for 
friends the places of their dead I suggested to 
the surgeon in charge that the ground be sur- 
veyed, the blocks measured carefully, and the 
graves numbered and a register kept of future 
interments. This he very cheerfully under- 
took, and a record of the place of burial of 
each soldier is now kept. 

FUNERALS. 

Many have no doubt noticed the manner in 
which soldiers have been carried through our 
streets to the burial. It seemed a very rude 
way. unsuited to the character of the person 
buried, and the Government that was conduct- 
ing his funeral servloes. The body was met 
at the grave in the beautiful cemetery near the 
city by a United States Chaplain, and was low- 
ered to its final resting place with the Chr s- 
tian ceremonies of the Episcopal Church. This 
passage from the hospital to the grave was the 
only thing that marred the proprieties of a 
Christian community. I presented the subject 
of the remedy of the evil formally to the 
Kentucky Branch of the United States Com- 
mission as a kindness to the living relatives 
for which they would ever be most grateful. 
I learn by inquiring from their secretary that 
they have secured such attention hereafter as 
they think will meet the neglect. 

SOLDIERS* PAPERS AND CLAIJI8. 

The whole business of the army is a new 
thing to almost every one connected with it, 
and in overy department it is an immense 
work. A proper plan should be adopted and 
the work should be systematized, and as 
thoroughly organized as any of the depart- 
ments at Washington. The exigencies of the 
times, or local convenience often crowd one 
department with the business that belones to 
another. In the work that relates to the dis- 
charged soldier and his claims, the making out 
his final papers, and the filing of those need- 
correction, is an accumulating business

with accumulating papers. Adequate fixtures 
should be furnished, and rooms enough to sep- 
arate the work and the papers from all possi- 
ble confusion, and large enough to do the 
work conveniently. 

To say nothing of the unnecessary distress 
that may arise from the loss of a single paper, 
or the making of a single mistake which 
could with care and conveniences and addi- 
tional hulp now, ba easily avoided, the gov- 
ernment might savo itself in after years from 
endless proseoutions for claims, and relieve 
many a case of distress that it was surely not 
its intention to aggravate. 

LETTERS WRITTEN. 

I have written letters to Captains, urging 
them in cases of distress for the sake of char- 
ity, to forward to surgeons of hospitals the 
descriptive rolls of their men, and have often 
gotten the surgeon or steward to write again, 
when it seemed almost useless. I have writ- 
ten and answered letters concerning the death 
or extreme sickness of soldiers. 

In two instances letters were sent to the 
postmaster of this city, in despair of any other 
plan of reaching thei.- destination. Tbey 
were referred by the postmasttrto the Com- 
mission, and I took upon myself the duty of 
answering. One was to convey to a mother 
the sad news of the death of her son, whom 
she knew hai been sick in one of tbe hospi- 
tals of the city. The other was to communi- 
cate information from a wife t > her husband, 
who was at a hospital in the country, and, 
more important, to convey to her the know- 
ledge that he was alive. She knew he was in 
the battle of Murtreesboro, but had not heard 
from him since; and. finally, she had come to 
such a condition of sutferiug that she could 
neither eat nor sleep. The letter was written 
for her by a relative. Judging from the pleas- 
ure of the husband, who had been equally un- 
successful in hearing fromh jme, the wife must 
have been overjoyed to know that he was 
still living and moving about the hospital as a 
convalescent. 

BCRIAL OF DISCHARGED B0LDIEB9. 

Discharged soldiers that die in a military 
district of the active army, while on their way 
home, still under the oare of the Government 
that has furnished transportation and not yet 
fulfilled its obligations, oucht to be buried 
with soldiers instead of clt.jiens, where the 
Government has a burying-ground, and should 
be buried, it seems to me, at the expense of 
Government. The soldier has requested his 
discharge, and has thus voluntarily relieved 
the Government from the expense of caring 
for him in his last moments, and burying him, 
if he is fortunate enough to arrive at his home. 

Again, tbe fact of his death is presumptive 
evidence that be has given bis life for his 
country, and in so small a matter it is not gen- 
erous to turn over his little efTecis to make 
out the price of his burial. And further, tbe 
cases are comparatively few. A number of 
instances have come to my knowledge, and 
in one I was forced to retain from the widow's 
mite his funeral expenses. The undertaker 
tells me that his orders are now to bury them 
with soldiers, but to take the amount from 
their effects. 

CONTBACT NrBSES. 

The design in having civilians for nurse? Is 
to relieve the army of the care of its own sick. 
But these nnr6es, many of whom volunteered 
with more of patriotism than some in the ar- 
my, have, with it may be a few exceptions, 
never received their pay, and, as was to be ex- 
pected, they have, atter waiting for mauy 
months, left, one after another, till there are 
tew remaining, and these are still with their 
families suffering. Tbe business of taking 
care of the sick of its armies, that they may 
be restored to health and take their places 
again, is entered upon by every government 
as a matter of necessity, humanity, and duty. 
KverytbiDg is managed with reference to these 
purposes, and among other necessary things 
it is intended that there should be good 
nurses. 

It is not good for a convalescent to take 
oare of the sick, nor is It good for the sick 
man to be waited upon by a convalescent. 
Good nurses among the hearty and well are 
not always to be found. For the benefit of the 
sick a process of selection should be going on 
all tbe time till there is a first-rate class of at- 
tendants in every hospital, and these should 
be changed only as the good of the sick re- 
quire. 

The keeping of gjood men from their regi- 
ments is a source of aggravation to the captain 
of every company, and is the reason, many 
times without knowing the condition of the 
soldier, that he keeps back his descriptive roll, 
hoping thereby to force him back to his regi- 
ment for his pay. 

LODGE*. 

I learned from Mr. Frederick N. Knapp, 
who has been accomplishing so much In 
Washington for the invalid soldier as special 
agent for the Commission, that lodges In dif- 
ferent and distant parts of tbe city for invalid 
soldiers passing through to their homes were 
found to be a great comfort. He suggested 
during his visit the probability of a like ne- 
cessity at Jeffersonville and New Albany. I 
visited the foimer place with him, and as the 
result of our observations a card was printed 
which will, through the attentions of Dr. W. 
F. Cullum, test the need of further efforts. I 
saw the doctor yesterday, and he thinks a 
room large enough for from ten to twenty beds 
would be a very great kindness to tho Invalid 
waiting for the train. 

At New Albany I found, upon inquiry, a 
like or greater need, and as it was difficult to 
obtain a place near the depot, upon consulta- 
tion, a card was arranged teerrjng the Invalid 
to Mr I) Snively, at tne U. S. Sanitary Rooms 
of the New Albany branch, for a placo of rest 
and food without charge. The design is not 
only to furnish the discharged soldier with 
food and rest near the depot, but to keep him 
from falling into tbe hands of sharpers who 
are constantly hovering around to devour the 
little pittance which, with a ruined body, he 
is carrying to his home, an amount in too 
many cases which will but partially pay for 
the funeral expenses that must in a short time 
fall upon his family. 

Another branch of kindness that may be 
undertaken by the Commission here suggests 
itself— that ot informing persons of the place 
of the burial ot their friends and giving such 
information with reference to their disinter- 
meut as they desire. 

KINDNESS TO PATIENTS. 

A surgeon told me that be or his steward 
devot«d two hours a day, If necessary, to 
writing letters for the patients. This isa very 
great kindness and much appreciated by the 
sick man ultimately, though at the time he 
can scarcely say yes to the question. Much 
more of this kind of attention could be shown 
to tbe sick than they generally receive. Every 
surgeon, as he feels the pulse physical of his 
patient, should try also bis mental pulse*; 
should ask whether he got bis pay at the last 
muster; whether his family are suffering or 
in a poorbouse, as was the case of one who 
had not been paid for months. These men 
are not generally insensible to such acts of 
kindness. Even the man who can only make 
bis mark for his signature, though be has ne- 

tlected his intellect may have cultivated 
is affections till he suffers more from 
separation from bis family, or from 
their distress or death, than the intel- 
ligent physician who has cultivated his 
intellect at the expense of his heart. There is 
a continoal necessity for exertion on the part 
of all to keep in its best discipline and condi- 
tion that which has required so much effort 
and wauhing to bring to its present perfec- 
tion. A single week of indifference on the 
part pi the surgeon and attendants will brine 
into the utmost confusion the whole machine- 
ry of the best regulated hospital. Surgeons 
are not always attentive enough to make their 
requisitions complete, and to use that reason- 
able foresight that meets the difficulty before 
it arises. A man well fitted for his position as 
the guardian of sick men, whose lives depend 
to some extent upon his management, should 
know not only all the difficulties of his own 
department, but of every other conne,-ted with 
it. fle should persist in accomplishing his 
purpose till he has all that is allowed to the 
nnmbor of sick men in his charge. 

LAUNDRESSES 



a soldier euters a hospital he should not only 
have a thorough change given Mm of hospital 
clothing, but also have his clothes, which he 
has not bad the opportunity or strength to 
wash for a long time, thoroughly cleaned. 
This is no doubt the business of the soldier 
when on duty. But whenever a convalescent 
is turned out of the hospital for the barracks 
or his regim«nt, he ought not to carry away- 
clothing that has been piled away in its un- 
cleanliness for months. Some way should be 
provided to overcome this evil, even though 
tbe expense is added to bis descriptive list. 
Some of the hospitals now try to have this 
work done. Laundresses do not have the or- 
dinary washing of a family, and yet every 
family pays more than $0 a month and ra- 
tions for services of this kind. But now even 
bandages that would have been thrown away 
in former times must be washed, and the other 
differences between the washing of a hospital 
and a family can be easily conceived. I know 
that Surgeons who are trying to accomplish 
cleanliness so necessary to any hope for the 
sick in some cases, Jo exert themselves to tho 
utmost to overcome tbe difficulty. Besides 
this trouble, these women have been kept so 
long from their pay, that, as they were not 
enlisted and feel that they must manage in 
some way to support their children, they have 
in almost every hospital gotten up something 
like a strike or rebellion, and many times some 
of them have been forced to leave, greatly to 
the discomfort of the 6ick and the annoyance 
of the physician. I suppose this difficulty of 
the pay already duo them will soon be obvia- 
ted. 

It is, considering all the difficulties, wonder- 
ful that surgeons have managed to keep their 
hospitals In such a cleanly condition. I may 
speak before I leave the subject of that which 
may happen without great care in any hospital 
and has occurred in some — the giving out of 
damp clothes to the sick. Sometimes they 
have been thoroughly dried but have been 
sprinkled for ironing and not again dried. 
And of another matter connected with the ap- 
proaching warm weather — tho allowing pa- 
tients to change at their own discretion their 
woollen for cotton clothing. It may seem of 
Ut'le importance, but the lives of many may 
depend upon care in this respect. I havespoken 
of the matter because I recently heard of the 
case of a soldier sent from one hospital to an- 
other who had his flannel clothing changed for 
cotton just before the journey, and the conse- 
quence was, in the opinion of my informer, his 
death in a very short time thereafter. I did 
not examine the evidence, but Ran affirm that 
the closest attention to these matters is neces- 
sary, and that in some diseases the life of the 
patient may hang upon this care of the nurse. 

IIOSPITAL DIRECTOBY. 

In connection with the Directory I have 
hunted up information generally very sad, 
and I would allude, In passing, to the 
good work done at this office. The few items 
connected with tbe names in i*s books are 
oftentimes of tragic interest, and the exciting 
scene happens frequently in the office — sad as 
when a father learns most unexpectedly of 
the death of bis son, or Joyous as when a wife 
who has been trying in vain to obtain a pass 
to see her sick husband in Nashville, is re- 
ferred to the Directory and finds that he is in 
a hospital in the city. Or sad again when a 
mother writes to know if they can inform her 
about her son, last beard of in a hospital in 
New Albany, and is informed, as I was forced 
to return answer to the Directory, that he had 
been buried four months already. 

CONDITION OF THE HOSPITALS. 

There are now In the hospitals of the city 
and vicinity some 2,600 patients, leaving about 1 
1,500 vacant beds. Since the establishment of 
these hospitals they have never been apparent- 
ly in so good a condition. Tbe hospital fund 
is now confined exclusively to the diet of the 
sick, find, well managed, the soldier can have, 
according to his neccssi'ies, better fare than 
generally he could have commanded at home. 
The condition of the sick has also greatly im- 

firovsd; so many of the patients are able to 
eave their beds that some of the hospitals 
upon a sunny day have the appearance of con- 
valescent barracks. I may speak here, in 
closing, of tbe uniform courtesy with which I 
have been received in my visits to the differ- 
ent hospitals and departments. I undertook 
this work with the approval of the General in 
command and the Medical Director, but I hare 
had no occasion to use their indorsement, as 
the interest generally in any good work for 
the suffering soldier has been a sufficient mo- 
tive to furnish me every facility.

CNION CONVENTION OF LEWIS AND MASON 
COUXTIa,S. 

The Union men of Lewis and Mason coun- 
ties met in convention in Jlaysville on tbe 
13th inst., and organized by the appointment 
of Colonel J. T. Walker, of Lewis, as chair- 
man, and Jos. F. Brodrick and David Clark 
secretaries. On motion of Colonel L. B. Gog- 
gin, the following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted t 

1. That the unconditional Union men of 
Mason county will support the nominees of 
the Louisville Convention. 

2. That we are for a vigorous, continuous, 
and ceaseless prosecution of tho war until 
the rebels in arms submit to national author- 
ity. 

3. That wo are for the enforcement of the 
Conscript Act, in the State of Kentucky, as 
the same may be enforced in other loyal 
Suites. 

4. That we will yield to President Lincoln 
the support due from loyal citizens to tbe 
President of the United Stales; and although 
we may differ from him, as to the policy of 
measures, we will not indulge in bitter and 
violent denunciation of those measures — as 
such denunciation can be of no possible ad- 
vantage, and is calculated to demoralize the 
Union party of the United States and give 
aid and oomfort to robels in arms. 

& That we will support no man for any 
office who desires Kentucky to join the South- 
ern Confederacy, should that concern prove 
successful. 

6. That the unconditional Union men of 
Mason county will stand shoulder to shoulder, 
with all persons of all parties in tbe United 
States, who are for a vigorous, continuous, 
and ceaseless prosecution of the present war 
until the rebellion is suppressed, and who are 
opposed to an armistice or peace until the 
rebels in arms submit to national authority. 

7. That the citizens of the counties of Ma- 
son and Lewis are a loyal people, a law- 
abiding people, who have no sympathy with 
traitors or treason; and that they will support 
the Government, State and National, in their 
efforts to put down the present rebellion.

New Yobk, April 17. 
Direct advices from the city of Mexico, up 
to March 22, are received in Washington. 

It is reported that the French have made 
some progress in their operations a^ainst'Pu- 
ebla. Tney have occupied two important 
places four miles from Puebla, and command- 
ing the road to Vera Cruz and San Juan, two 
miles from Puebla, also commanding the road 
to the city of Mexico. 

Gen. Comonfort has been reinforced by three 
brigades from the capital. In a skirmish on 
the 22d of March the French were compelled 
to retire. 

The Mexicans are In excellent spirits. An- 
other stirring proclamation has been issued by 
President Juarez. 

ScFfOLK, Va , April 15. 
About four o clook this morning the enemy 
attacked us on our left about 5,000 strong. 
They were shelled from Fort Dix, and retreat- 
ed about 5 miles. At the same time a feint 
was made to cross tbe Xan'emond, but our 
gunboats drove the rebels back Into the woods. 
Gen. Peck is confident be can repulse tbe ene- 
my, and Longstreet will find himself in trou- 
ble before long. If he manages to get back to 
hisown defences on the Blackwater, there v ill 
have been a terrible blunder somewhere. 

New York, April 17. 

The Herald say6: "Our correspondent at 
Hamilton, Bermuda, under date of April 13, 
says the schooner Legate, which arrived there 
from Cuba, March 30th, reported that the 
British war-ship Cygnet, when entering the 
port of Cuba from a cruise, was fired on by 
two U. S. vessels at the same moment. The 
Captain of the Legate had heard that, on the 
commander of the Cygnet demanding an 
explanation, he was informed that they had 
mistaken his vessel for the Alabama, Florida, 
or some other rebel privateer. This tempo- 
rary difficulty, if it ever really occurred, may 
have been exaggerated into rumors concern- 
ing the arrest and parole of Admiral Wilkes. " 

The Herald s correspondent at Suffold, 14th 
Bays Sergeant Hall, captured a few days since, 
while coming down the Nansemond, has re- 
turned. He says the enemy have nine bridges 
constructed over the Blackwater, and are 
sending large bodies of troops, night and day, 
to tbe southwest. All the way from Peters 
burg to Richmond, every few miles, are earth 
works of all kinds, in which guns have been 
mounted. 

Rebel soldiers however admit that these 
gun3 have lately been taken away. 

The gunboat Alert is disabltd. Tho gun- 
boat West End was well riddled by a heavy 
fire from rebel sharpshooters and infantry. 

In the list of wounded on the 13th is Thos. 
Kinlar, of the 13lh Indiana. 

A letter dated 15th says our loss on tbe 14th 
was: Wounded — Jos. Smith, Anderson Craw- 
ford. Robert Sanders, and Wm. Zebataky, of 
the 13th ludiana. 

Three detachments from this regiment of in- 
fantry, with a small force of cavalry and ar- 
tillery, went out on the Edenton road this 
morning at daylight and attacked the enemy 
in his position there. Our people met a Vir- 
ginia regiment and drove it back, when it was 
reinforced by a brigade. 

The brigade, afier some heavy skirmishing, 
fell back. The enemy did not make a move- 
ment to again advance. We retired to the 
entrenchments to avoid being cut off or drawn 
into a trap. Lieut. Flemming, aid to General 
Terry, was wounded in the side.

Wasrtkiiton, April !G. 
Nothing is known in official circles regard- 
ing the rumored withdrawal of the Monitors 
from Charleston or their employment on the 
Mississippi. 

During the last two months 15,000 soldiers 
have been sent to the Army of the Potomac 
from convalescent camps. 

A list of Provost Marshals for all tbe States, 
except Connecticut, is said to have been made 
by Col. Fry and presented to-day to the Sec- 
retary of War.

The report that Lord Lyons is about to take 
up his residence in New York is unfounded. 

Foutbess MosnoE, April 17. 
Richmond papers of tho lUth have been re- 
ceived. 

All is quiet at Charleston. The Federals 
occupy Coles, Kahawa, and Seabrook Islands 
in force, protected by gunboats. 

Two gunboats and three transports have 
been destroyed on tho Cumberland river by 
Wheeler's cavalry. 

New York, April 17. 
The Commercial's Washington letter Inti- 
mates that the President is not pleased at the 
culmination of the six months' preparation for 
the reduction of Charleston in two hours' 
fighting. 

It is no secret that thereconnoissance which 
accomplished so little is to be followed by a 
bona fide attack, which is to continue as long 
as the iron-clads can fire a gun. 

Another letter to the same paper says, dip- 
lomats have received unofficial intimation that 
President Lincoln intends to have Charleston 
reoccupied by the United States authorities. 

There is much comment in Washington on 
Hunter's lemaining idle during the fight. 

New York, April 17. 

Virginia passed the tax bill taxing every- 
body and everything, more than double the 
rates of the United State? tax under the In- 
ternal Revenue law. The rebel Congress 
passed a law abolishing flogging in the rebel 
army, substituting the death penalty and im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary.
